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It is needless to observe that there has been one 
event which has thrown every other into insignifi- 
cance during the past week. Under the shadow 
cast by such a disaster.as.the sinking of the Titanic, 
with the universal sorrow and dread that it brings, 
we are brought to realise how foolish and little 
worth while are the, ordinary interests of the great 
public. , * 

It has méant''a deep Sense of personal loss to 

hundreds of men and women scattered throughouc 
the civilized world. It has robbed the life of Brit- 
ain and America of-several men who were exerting 
an influence of the most far-reaching character. it 
has shown us how little rank and wealth and repu- 
tation count for in the great crises that we have to 
face in our short, pilgrimage through life. 
“4 ‘The loss and suffering have been horrible. But 
much worse than these would the revelation have 
been that in the face,of grave danger a great tradi- 
tion had been destroyed. There is something worse 
than death, and when on Thursday evening the false 
story was sent out-that the captain and first officer 
of the Titanic had. killed themselves after the colli- 
sion, that men had, to be shot down to keep them 
from crowding into the life-boats before the women 
and children had been given places there, and that 
general pandemonium reigned, all felt that this was 
infinitely worse than if every person on board had 
gone to the bottom.,...-»,- 

Fortunately the despatch was soon found to 
have no foundation in fact and though, when this is 
written, much information has yet to be given as 
to what actually happened, it is clear that there were 
few who did not .quit themselves like men. The 
example left by thgsé on the Birkenhead was not 
lost, and the famiftiar tings of our schooldays readily. 
recur to memory— 
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“To die—'twas hard! while thé'sleek ocean glowed 
~™ Beneath a sky as fair‘as summer flowers: 
“All to the boats” cried one—he was, thank God, 
No officer of ours. ; 
Our English hearts beat true—we would not stir; 
That base appeal we heard but heeded not;

When the news came of the collision the inter 
view with Captain Smith pave five years ago when 
bringing a new steamship into the port of New 
York for the first time was recalled. 

“When anyone asks me how Lean best describe 
my experiences of nearly forty years at sea, [ mere- 
ly say ‘uneventful.’ Of course there have heen win- 
ter gales and storms, and fog and the like, but in 
all my experience [ have never been in an accident 
of any sort worth speaking: of, 

“TL have seen but one vessel in distress in all my 
years at sea, a brig, the crew of which was taken 
off in a small boat in charge of my third officer, IT 
never saw a wreck and never have been wrecked, 
nor was I ever in any predicament that threatened 
to end in disaster of any sort. 

“The love of the ocean that took me to sea as a 
boy,” he added, “has never left me. Ina way, a cer- 
tain amount of woider never leaves me, especially 
as T observe from the bridge the vessel plunging: up 
and down in the trough of the seas fighting: her way 
through and over great waves. A man never out- 
grows that,” 

Captain Smith maintained that shipbuilding was 
such a perfect art nowadays that absolute disaster, 
involving the passengers on a great modern liner, 
was quite unthinkable, Whatever happened, he 
contended, there would ‘be time before the vegsel 
sank to save the lives of every person on board, 

“L will go further,” he said. “T will say that [ 
cannot imagine any condition which could cause a 
ship to founder. [T cannot conceive of any vital dis- 
aster happening to this vessel." Modern shipbuild- 
ing has zone beyond that.” 

Could anything better serve to illustrate what 
has already been said of the “vaulting ambition that 
o'erleaps itself?”

Alteration of Charter Effected in Order 


That Route May Be Changed 


FORT GEORGE, April 8.—Advices 
received here within the past few 
‘days from Ottawa indicate that the 
movement of the govenment of British 
Columbia to guarantee the bonds of 
a‘road from Fort George to Van 
couver has had a stimulating effect 
on one of the other railways now 
being built in the Pacific Coast -prov- 
ince, the Canadian Northern, which 
is now making preparations to rush 
construction through the Yellowhead 
pass and down by way of Fort George 
to the coast. 

The first indication of this came e 
week or 80 ago in the House of Com- 
mons when Hon. W. T. White, min- 
ister of finance, put through a reso- 
lution affecting certain securities of 
the Canadian Northern Railway com- 
pany. 

Route is Changed 

In 1910 certain bond guarantees 
were given by the Dominion to assist 
the Mackenzie and Mann interests to 
build a line one hundred and fifty 
miles westerly from Edmonton. The 
original plan had been to build west- 
erly from Edmonton one hundred and 
sixteen miles to Wolf Creek and then 
turn southwesterly to the Brazeau 
coal areas. The securities were ac- 
cordingly issued by the federal gov- 
ernment on this basis. 

Uaier the railway showed an in- 
clination to change its plans, and 
when it became generally known that 
the British Columbia government 
would assist an independent company 
to build from Fort George to Van- 
couver this inclination became defin- 
its, the intention of the Canadian 
Northern being to rush through the 
Yellowhead pass, through Fort George 
and down to the coast in an endeavor 
to secure first bid on the traffic of 
the rich area the route will open. 


Government Guarantee 

Accordingly, a little over a week 
ago Hon. Mr. White put through leg- 
islation making the government guar- 
antee of 1910 apply to the first one 
hundred and fifty miles of direct 
main line construction of the Can- 
adian Northern from Edmonton to 
the Yellowhead pass and on to Fort 
George and the coast. 


Since the resolution was passed by 
the house there has been considerable 
talk both in local and Montreal rail- 
way circles of yardage arrangements 
at Fort George between the G. T. P. 
and the C. N. R. The former road 


‘ bas control of the Indian reserve ad- 


joining Fort George to the east, and 
by a recent order of the Dominion 
railway commission, the Grand Trunk 
Pacific station will be located on the 
western side of this reservation. On 
account of this decision by the com- 
mission, it is said the Canadian Nor- 
thern has taken steps toward making 
sure of station and yardage facilities 
at Fort George and already has en- 
tered into negotiations with the Graad 
Trunk Pacific for that purpose. 

But. complications have arisen im 
the shape of similar moves on the 
part of other railway companies 
{which are looking to tap the Fort 
George country in the near future, 


fvand it is pices er likely the whole 
* e 


matter: be referred to the railway 
ission to apportion,to each road 
lands on the Indian reserve now 
held by the G. T. P. This, in all like- 
lihood, will men the swallowing up 
of practically e entire reservation 
by the different transportation cofn- 
panies and will preclude tie possl- 
bility of any extensive private build- 

ing on that tract. 

Demand for Yardage 

It is reported authoratatively here 
that the other companies wishing sta- 
tion facilities on the weat end of the 
Fort George reserve and extensive 
yardage room are the C. P. R., which 
will come through the Yellowhead 
pass off the Alberta Central metals; 
the McArthur/line, from the lower 
prairies to the Peace river district 
and back south again through nor- 
thern B. C.\to Fort George; and the 
B. C. and Alaska. 

The latter company till recently 
held only a British Columbia charter 
and was looked upon as @ more or 
less dead jssue. Lately, however, the 
charter passed into fresh hands, and 
the new owners, it is reported about 
the parliament buildings, have gone 
after a Dominion charter to enable 


them to make Fort George their 
southern terminus and build north- 
easterly into prairie territory. The 


old line was laid out from Vancouver 
to Fort George, from which point it 
doubled back towards the _ Pacific 
coast in a northeasterly Jirection, but 
this will be abandoned for the new 
route. ‘

Did you ever read Barrie’s “My Lady Nicotine’?

A country house had the reputation of being 
haunted. On a certain night each year a slamming: 
was said to be heard at the door and the victim of 
an old-time tragedy would come stalking up the 
Stairs with smoking revolver and disappear into a 
particular room. On the night in question the slave 
of “My Lady,” who had scoffed at the story, declar- 
ed he would sleep in the room. -In the dead of the 


night a crash was heard in the hall below, and some 
ot the braver guests, in peeking out from their 
rooms, saw the ghost, all in white, and with revolver 
held aloft, come up the stairs and go into the room 
assigned to him by the story. Next morning, with 
faces still blanched, they questioned the occupant of 
the room, who declared he’ had’ seen or heard noth- 
ing. They then described, with: great detail, what 
they had witnessed through, the cracks of their doors 
and this led him to remember something, 

He had been wakened- up with a horrible thought. 
The pipe that he prized above all else in life, that 
he had spent so many precious hours in getting to 
its present rich hue, had been left in the pocket of 
his overcoat downstairs. What if some one should 
happen to abstract it? He didn’ t wait to put on his 
clothes, but went down in his night-gown. He grop- 
ed about among the things on thie rack. The canes 
and umbrellas went over with a‘crash. But he fin- 
ally located his~ ‘easure: and: keepthg it at arm’s 
length to avoid its coming to harm i in case he stum- 
bled he ascended to his ‘1 room,” As he thought things 
out, he had no difficulty i in determining that he was 
the ghost, that his pipe was the smoking ‘pistol. and 
that his mishap in the hail had aroused the house- 
hold. 

A writer in an English weekly i in a much more 
matter-of-fact fashion tells how he laid bare a ghost.

der.” It was in that place, which ran for nearly 
700 nights, that he reached the high water mark of 
his reputation. Thereafter luck seemed to desert 
him, although he always contrived to make a pretty 
good thing out of touring the English provinces, 
Canada, South Africa and the United States. ‘'o 
the present generation of London playgoers he is 
little more than a name; their elders remember him 
chiefly by his really fine performance of Dick Pheny] 
in “Sweet Lavender.” 


This is probably for the mest part true. Public 
taste, in the great cities particularly, is hard to ac- 
count for. Most people on this side of the water 
who saw Mr. Terry would say that he did better 
work in “The Toy Maker of Nuremburg,” and “Lib- 
erty Hall,” than in his more celebrated role. 

It has been said by some who followed his car- 
eer that he was apt to sacrifice artistic merit to fin- 
ancial profit. This is not hard to believe, as his 


quette requires. ‘The Princess returned it with the 
comment that as all the selections were from Wag- 
ner, and as she did not care to hear Wagner music, 
she would arrange the program herself, and send it 
along later. ‘Lo this the directors replied politely 
that the concert was already advertised as a Wag- 
ner evening, and they regretted that on this account 
the programme could not be altered. 

The Princess replied: “I shall arrive at the Phil- 
harmonic (the concert hall) at eight o’clock. Your 
programme will be Beethoven's seventh symphony, 
Schubert's unfinished [3 minor symphony, and 
Brahm’s first symphony.” 

On receiving this word the directors shrugged 
their shoulders, and the orchestra played according 
to the Princess’ dictation to a house crowded with 
music lovers assembled to hear Wagner. 

The Crown Princess’ autocratic manner is dis- 
cussed with headshakings by politicians, who fear 
that characteristic, combined with the Crown 
Prince's impetuosity, may land Germany in trouble,
